The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has reviewed the above-referenced 
document pursuant to the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA), Council on 
Environmental Quality (CEQ) regulations (40 CFR Parts 1500-1508) and Section 309 of the 
Clean Air Act. 

The FEIS analyzes the proposal to restore to tidal action 1,400 acres of former salt ponds 
on Bair Island in South San Francisco Bay. The document analyzes five alternatives, including 
the proposed action of tidal marsh restoration with intermediate public access. EPA supports this 
project and the environmental benefits that will be achieved by restoring the island complex to 
its natural state. EPA has no objections to the proposed action described in the FEIS.
